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The Applicant's Arguments regarding claims 1 and 9 are not persausive. As Hodges does indeed show the "awaiting an occurrence of 
next update time of the intrusion detection system..." see Par. 0012. As Hodges discloses an system that detects an access system 
event of the type being monitored, which includes the Applicant's "occurrence of next update time." And further, Hodges discloses the 
timing conditions where validity condition is checked see Par. 0132, and thus buttressing the Examiner assertion that Hodges clearly 
anticipates the Applicant's invention. Hodges teaches of being responsive to a update time and checking of the business rule to see if it is 
a new rule and adding the rule if new see Par. 0015 & Abstract & Fig. 16 item 606 & Fig. 21 item 728 & 730. Also Hodges discloses the 
checking the cache for rules and fetching it from server(satisfying the applicant's checking to see if it is a new rule) see Par. 0028-
